1  know  a  little  about  West  Virginia  Coal  Company  scrip  and  I  really  know  this:  Unlisted  scrip,  some 
known  to  have  been  minted  but  never  reported  nor  included  in  any  way  in  previous  Edkins  Catalogues 
and  scrip  that  has  never  been  seen  except  by  maybe  a  very  few  people  who  did  not  know  what  they  had, 
(or  maybe  they  did),  continues  to  be  found,  brought  to  the  light  of  day  and  reported  by  alert  willing  to 
share  collectors,  (token  pictures  enlarged  to  show  detail) 


Since  the  Fourth  Edition  of  Edkins  Catalogue  of 
United  States  Coal  Company  Scrip  Vol  II 
(West  Virginia)  was  released  July  1,  2014, 

164  pieces  of  unlisted  West  Virginia  scrip  have 
been  reported.  Just  very  recently  Noah  Burchell 
who  is  16  and  a  Junior  in  high  school,  is  one  of 
the  youngest  scrip  collectors  I  know  and  most 
likely  you  now,  reported  the 
Coalwood  619  K5  Aluminum  Carter  Coal  Co.,  Inc 
scrip  which  was  not  listed  in  the  Edkins  catalogue. 

Sharp  eye,  way  to  go  Noah  ! ! ! ! 


Donald  Clifford  has  reported 
aSuspected  and  now  found 
Martin  Road  1799  A 10. 


Wayne  Martin  reported  Lost  Creek  1679  A25  which  was  another  unknown  unlisted  piece. 


My  research  revels  to  me  that  there  are  maybe  at  least  a  couple  of  hundred  OR  more  waiting  to  be  found 
and  reported.  Scrip  keeps  coming  out,  do  your  part  report  and  list  those  you  find. 


“(9t&  Jimext”

(This  is  a  continuing  series  of  interviews  with  long-time  NSCA  members.) 


This  column  is  about  another  of  our  memberswho  came  to  scrip  collecting  by  way  of  U.S.  coins  and  he’s  a 
good  example  of  how  each  of  us  can  build  our  club.  Our  focus  is  Tom  Perry,  88,  of  South  Charleston, 

West  Virginia. 

Tom  grew  up  in  the  Appalachian  coal  industry,  his  dad  having  had  a  career  in  coal.  After  completing  his 
education,  he  became  an  electrical  transformer  technician  for  General  Electric(GE)  in  Charleston.  The 
transformers  that  GE  produced  were  used  throughout  American  industry.  This  facility,  situated  in  the 
heart  of  the  coalfields,  naturally  serviced  the  needs  of  Central  Appalachia's  mines,  both  deep  and  strip. 

Tom  Perry  spent  38  years  supplying  transformers  for  the  coal  industry  before  retiring  in  1990. 

Before  becoming  interested  in  coal  mine  scrip,  Tom  became  interested  in  collecting  U.S.  coins.  In  an 
interesting  twist  in  the  late  70s,  or  early  '80s,  a  good  friend  at  GE  in  Charleston,  Dean  Davis,  gave  him  a 
"handful"  of  scrip.  Mr.  Davis  was  an  early,  widely  respected  scrip  collector  whom  some  of  you  may 
remember  as  recognized  in  the  "Blue  Book",  the  First  Edition  of  Edkins'  Catalogue.  Later,  Tom  discovered 
that  tucked  away  in  that  handful  Dean  had  given  him  was  what  is  still  today  his  favorite  piece  of  scrip,  an 
R-10  half  dollar  from  the  H.T.  Wilson  Coal  Company  in  Logan  County  (WVA  1661J50)!  That  Wilson 
half  dollar  "hooked"  Tom,  and  he's  been  an  active  NSCA  member  ever  since  then. 

Early  on,  Mr.  Perry  collected  scrip  from  everywhere,  but  like  many  of  us,  his  focus  narrowed,  and  today 
he  concentrates  on  the  currency  from  the  mines  in  the  Southeast  section  of  the  Mountaineer  State:  Logan, 
Boone  and  Kanawha  counties,  and  to  a  lesser  extent,  the  few  mines  in  Putnam  and  Lincoln  counties. 

Tom  Perry  recalls  that  the  live  scrip  auctions  that  were  conducted  at  our  meetings  in  years  past  and  all  of 
the  history  and  discussion  of  the  tokens  were  of  primary  interest  to  him,  stimulating  his  growth  in 
thehistory  of  scrip. 

Perry's  "running'  buddy"  is  Don  Clifford,  and  the  two  gentlemen  from  Charleston  enjoy  traveling  to  our 
meetings  not  only  in  Charleston,  but  Pikeville  and  Beckley  as  well.  At  the  meetings,  Tom  enjoys  the 
group  and  loves  talking  with  his  old  friend,  Doug  Tolley,  a  fellow  West  Virginian. 

When  asked  about  how  we  might  improve  our  club.  Mr.  Perry  suggested  that  we  entice  all  of  our 
dealers  to  collectively  make  a  concerted  effort  to  reserve  some  of  their  most  unusual  and  rare  inventory  for 
an  NSCA  meeting  auction,  like  those  we  held  after  our  dinners  in  years  past.  I  like  that  idea,  Tom! 

Maybe  those  planning  the  Fall  Meeting  could  incorporate  this  suggestion  in  their  planning.  THANKS 
Tom!  Steve

UNUSUAL.  DENOMINATIONS 
ON  COAL  SCRIP  TOKENS 

by  David  E.  Schenkman 

As  we  all  know,  most  coal  mining  tokens  were  struck  with  the  same  denominations  that  are  found  on 
our  official  United  States  coinage;  1,5,  10,  25,  50,  and  one  dollar.  Five  dollar  tokens  were  also  commonly 
used  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  ten  dollar  tokens.  And,  two  companies  -  Mary  Helen  Coal  Corp.  of  Coalgood. 
Kentucky  (KY  609-A2000)  and  Mutual  Coal  Co.  of  Gibson  Mine,  Utah  (UT  1  109-A2000)  --  are  known  to 
have  used  twenty  dollar  tokens.  The  four  non-fractional  denominations  make  sense,  since  they  were  the  same 
as  those  used  for  United  States  paper  currency. 

A  collection  consisting  of  one  token  of  each  known  denomination  would  be  a  challenging  and 
interesting  pursuit.  In  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  several  unusual,  “non-standard,” 
denominations.  The  “standard”  denominations  are  easy,  with  the  exception  of  the  twenty  dollar  which, 
although  not  especially  rare,  tends  to  be  expensive.  Following  is  an  illustrated  list  of  each  “non-standard” 
denominations  that  I  could  think  of.  If  you  know  of  any  others,  please  let  me  know. 

1/100 

Highland  Coal  &  Coke  Co.,  Davidson,  TN 
TN  741-A1 

This  is  actually  a  standard  denomination  but  I  couldn’t  resist 
including  it  here,  since  1/100  is  such  a  strange  way  to  express  a 
one  cent  value.  The  token  is  very  rare.

Italian  B.G.  Coal  Co.,  Newcomb,  TN 
TN  2057-B2 

This  denomination  is  found  on  many  trade  tokens.  It  makes  a 
certain  amount  of  sense,  when  it  considered  that  the  United 
States  two  dollar  bill  was  in  circulation  during  the  coal  scrip  era. 

21/z 

Carbon  Hill  Coal  Co.,  Carbonado,  WA 
WA  471-E21/2 

This  denomination  is  very  frequently  encountered  on  trade  tokens 
issued  by  saloons,  and  they  were  generally  good  for  part  payment  of 
a  drink.  Typically  the  cost  of  a  shot  of  whiskey  was  1 50,  or  two  for 
a  quarter.  When  the  customer  ordered  a  drink  and  paid  1 50,  he 
might  be  given  a  2140  token  which,  along  with  a  dime,  would  pay 
for  the  next  drink.  The  Carbon  Hill  Coal  Company  also 
issuedseveral  other  tokens,  all  of  which  were  good  in  its  canteen  department  (WA  471 
.  I  assume  they  also  operated  a  restaurant  and  bar,  where  the  illustrated  token  would  no 

doubt  have  been  used. 


A,  B,  C,  D,  and  F) 
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3 

Fork  Mountain  Coal  Co.,  Fork  Mt.,  TN 
TN  1045-D3 


This  token  is  very  common  so,  fortunately  for 
collectors,  three  is  an  easy  denomination  to  acquire. 

It  is  commonly  used  by  canneries  in  Delaware, 
Maryland,  and  Virginia  to  pay  laborers,  but  I  have 
no  idea  why  a  coal  company  would  have  need  for  it.

Nolan  Mercantile  Co.  Inc.,  Nolan,  WV 
WV  2079-E4 


Four  is  another  denomination  used  by  canneries,  but 
not  nearly  to  the  extent  that  the  three  was  used. 
According  to  the  latest  edition  of  the  Edkins  catalog, 
250  of  these  tokens  were  struck.  It  is  rated  rarity  9, 
but  it  seems  to  be  rarer  than  that.

Beatty  Coal  Co.,  Mascoutah,  IL 
IL  1809-E71/2 


Why  in  the  world  would  a  coal  company  have  need  for  a  IVz  token,  and 
why  are  no  other  denominations  of  tokens  known  from  this  company? 
I’d  love  to  know  the  answer  to  those  questions.  It  is  probably  the  most 
difficult  denomination  to  locate. 


12/2 

Western  Stores  Co,  Gibson,  NM 
NM  11 SO-MIV* 


If  you  collect  trade  tokens  from  Western  states,  you  won’t 
be  surprised  to  see  this  denomination.  It  harkens  back  to 
the  time  when  Spanish  coins  circulated  freely  in  our 
country.  An  eight  reales  coin  was  approximately  the  size 
of  a  silver  dollar,  and  it  was  commonly  referred  to  as  a 
piece  of  eight,  or  eight  bits.  Thus,  a  quarter-sized  coin  was 
two  bits,  etc.,  and  this  term  is  still  used  today.  \2Vj  was 
usually  the  price  of  a  drink,  and  I  imagine  that  was  how 
this  token  was  used.  Similar  Western  Stores  Company  tokens  are  listed  from  two  other  locations  in  New 

Mexico;  all  are  quite  rare. 


2.00 

Walnut  Hill  Coal  Co.,  Walnut  Hills,  WV 
WV  2932-A200 

This  denomination  isn't  surprising,  when  it  is  considered 
that  the  government’s  two  dollar  bill  was  in  circulation 
during  the  time.  If  not  for  a  couple  of  fairly  common  tokens 
from  New  Mexico,  and  one  from  Ohio,  it  would  be  a  rare 
denomination.

Wasson’s  Dept.  Store,  Carrier  Mills,  IL 
IL  492-E300 


This  establishment,  which  was  the  company  store  for 
Wasson  Coal  Company,  issued  a  variety  of  tokens, 
including  three  different  three  dollar  pieces.  None  are 
rare.

Winding  Gulf  Collieries,  Goodwill,  WV 
WV  1151-E400 


Only  100  of  this  denomination  were  struck, 
according  to  the  latest  Edkins  catalog.  It  is 
rated  rarity  9,  but  seems  to  be  quite  a  bit 
more  common  than  that.

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KNOWN  INSTRUCTION  OF 
WEST  VIRGINIA  COAL  SORT

Just  how  many  were  really  destroyed?  In  my  records  I  have  gleamed  the  below  and  1  think  it’s 
worth  sharing.  If  you  know  of  others  please  let  me  know. 


Jan.  1926  a  note  from  Wake  Forest  Mining  Co.  16#  ICS  scrip  sent  to  ISC  for  destruction.  Upon 
research  of  original  records  I  have  from  Wake  Forest  Mining  to  ISC  1  find  the  scrip  referred  to  was 
ICS  scrip.  The  original  ICS  order  was  500-$  1 .00,  200-500,  200-250,  300- 1 00,  300-50,  and  500- 1 0 
tokens.  Wake  Forest  requested  from  ISC  June  22,  1925  new  scrip  in  original  amount  bought  from 
ICS  less  pennies.  Weight  to  tokens  it  appears  almost  all  Wake  Forest  ICS  scrip  was  destroyed.  WF 
received  $2.00  for  the  scrap  brass. 

Feb  1 1,  1926  a  note  in  journal,  36#  old  scrip  returned  for  destruction  by  Elkhorn  Piney  Stanaford  - 
Powellton. 


Feb.  16,  1926  a  letter  from  ISC  to  Superior  Pocahontas  Coal  Co.  in  Davy  states  "we  are  entering 
your  order  for  100  pieces  $5.00  domination  Patented  metal  Scrip,  in  even  exchange  for  the  scrap 
brass  recently  returned  by  you.  The  scrap  brass  36#  @  1 2 VS0  less  1 .25  expressage  figures  3.15.  The 
price  of  the  100  pieces  of  scrip  figures  $3.50.  We  are  allowing  the  one  to  cancel  the  other" 

April  1,  1926  116#  of  old  metal  scrip  returned  to  ISC  for  destruction  from  Winding  Gulf  Colliery. 
Note  on  page  24  in  the  ISC  journal. 

Nov.  23,  1926  a  letter  to  Osborne  Register  Company  from  Elk  River  Coal  and  Lumber  Company  in 
Dundon  states  "we  will  forward  to  you  within  the  next  week  or  ten  days  all  of  our  old  style  $1.00 
coins,  and  when  you  have  received  them  you  can  render  us  a  credit  for  the  scrap  value  of  the  coins 
returned. 


Dec  26,  1926  A  note  on  page  26  of  the  ISC  journal  for  Little  War  Creek  Coal  Co  ,  quote  "their  scrip 
destroyed  by  fire".  This  was  most  likely  ICS  scrip  as  the  order  that  the  note  came  from  was  the  first 
entry  for  Little  War  Creek  Coal  Co.  for  ISC  scrip.  The  ICS  scrip  is  listed  in  Iaeger  the  ISC  scrip  is 
listed  in  Litwar. 

Nov.  5,  1930,  a  letter  to  ISC  from  Pond  Creek  Pocahontas  Company  in  Bartley,  WV. states  "  we 
have  on  hand  about  $5,000.00  in  metal  scrip  for  By-Products  Pocahontas  Company  which  is  of  no 
value  to  us  since  the  dissolution  of  that  company". 

Jan.  8,  1932  Angotti  sent  a  letter  to  ISC,  "we  have  considerable  old  scrip  money  on  hand  which  we 
used  at  other  stores  and  which  shows  the  names  of  those  stores  on  same,  we  would  appreciate  you 
advising  us  whether  or  not  you  could  use  this  scrip  in  any  way  and  if  so  what  you  could  allow  us  for 
it.  ISC  replied  that  the  scrip  could  not  be  reused  and  Angotti  could  deface  or  destroy  it.  ISC  could 
allow  10  credit  on  scrip  repurchased  except  the  penny  scrip  which  no  allowance  of  credit  would  be 
made.  I  know  futher  information  as  to  what  transpired  at  that  time.  However,  Feb.  15,  1935  A.  B. 
Supply  on  a  request  for  scrip  stated  "you  may  ship  with  order  #30 1 69  Oakmont  Smokeless  Fuel  Co. 
but,  package  separately."  Question  arises  what  old  scrip  was  he  talking  about??  (To  be  continued!) 


As  I  was  researching  and  trying  to  make  additions,  deletions  and  corrections  to  the  4th 
edition  Vol.  II  [West  Virginia  only]  Edkins  Catalogue  of  United  States  Coal  Company  Store  Scrip, 
I  kept  running  into  a  metal  identification  problem.  On  page  xxiii  of  the  new  4th  edition  I  made 
reference  to  this  issue.  I  would  like  address  this  in  more  detail,  but  it  will  require  the  knowledge, 
effort  and  time  of  all  West  Virginia  scrip  collectors  for  the  scrip  1  have  listed.  I  hope  to  motivate 
simply  by  saying  "be  a  giver  and  not  a  taker".  What  1  mean  by  that  is  don't  let  a  few  do  all  the 
work.  I  realize  some  people  seem  to  have  more  time  than  others,  but  that's  not  really  the  case  all 
the  time.  People  spend  more  time  on  what  they  like  and  want  to  do. 

It  appears  to  me  that  over  the  past  40  years  or  so  many  scrip  metals  were  incorrectly 
identified,  reported  and  catalogued  for  a  number  of  reasons  and  some  are  still  incorrectly 
identified.  The  catalogue  has  lumped  Copper,  Bronze  and  Brass  as  Brass  and  I'll  admit  that 
sometime  in  the  future  someone  may  take  that  on  as  a  chore  but  not  at  this  time.  The  issue  is,  the 
scrip  I  have  gleamed  and  listed  below  is  a  more  serious  problem,  and  you  may  be  able  to  add  more 
scrip  to  the  list. 

Those  listed  below  are  scrip  that  has  been  placed  in  the  first  4  editions  that  most  likely  may 
not  exist  or  maybe  a  large  number  may  not,  that's  what  we  need  to  find  out.  If  that  is  the  case,  you 
will  not  be  able  to  complete  a  collection  of  a  series,  mine,  town,  or  county  that  includes  those 
misidentified  metals.  Please,  please  spend  a  few  hours,  days  or  weeks  going  through  this  list, 
making  notes  of  those  you  actually  have  in  your  collection.  Some  that  are  Nickel,  Nickel  Plated, 
Aluminum  or  Zinc  have  been  misidentified  frequently.  The  most  misidentified  I  think,  is  the  Brass 
scrip  when  there  is  a  known  Nickel  Plated  of  the  same  domination  and  series.  In  most  cases  the 
Brass  scrip  is  very  worn  and  any  Nickel  Plating  has  disappeared  or  the  collector  has  not  looked 
close  with  a  quality  magnifier  in  good  light. 

Just  recently  there  was  a  Bellwood  A1  on  eBay  that  appeared  to  be  Nickel  that  would  be 
an  unlisted  metal  of  that  series,  Edkins  has  A1  being  Brass,  but  there  is  a  Nickel  Plate  Al,  so  is 
there  a  Brass  Al?  I  really  doubt  it  and  if  there  is  1  would  bet  it's  worn  and  began  life  as  a  Nickel 
Plate. 

What  I'm  asking  is,  take  this  attached  list,  a  good  magnifier,  great  light  and  your  scrip 
collection,  research,  record  and  mail  me  the  results  of  the  metal  of  your  scrip.  The  list  contains 
some  scrip  that  has  other  issues  that  need  to  be  addressed,  please  look  at  those  also.  What  I'll  do  is 
compile,  record,  change  the  Edkins  master  file  and  notify  the  collectors  of  the  changes. 
Thisproject  is  as  important  as  recording  unlisted  scrip,  but  multi  reports  are  a  must.  The  cold  wet 
winter  or  hot  summer  days  are  a  great  time  to  upgrade  your  scrip  collection  and  all  West  Virginia 
scrip.
